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LEAD PAINTS, such as are
vsed to paint exteriors, can
also be harmful and should he
treated as potential killing poi
sons. Throw away empty paint
cans as some dogs like to lick
the paint from the sides or
chew on the rim. Of course the
biggest danger to your dog, in
regards to the harmful effects
of poisoning, can be avoided by
keeping your dog leashed or
under your immediate super-
vision at all times

Summer sun, which can
bring you the tan you've
dreamed of all winter, is an-
other factor to consider in
planning a summer of fun for
your dog. Be sure he always

has a shady spot in which to o

rest and plenty of fresh cool
drinking water. Don't leave
him in a parked car in the di

t sunlight. Even if you will
be gone only a moment or two,
find a spot which is shaded and
leave two windows slightly
open to insure ventilation.
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DESPITE the impression
You may have by now, sum-
mertime should be fun for you
and your dog. Now that many
hotels and motels are accept-
ing guests with well-behaved
dogs, there's no reason why
you shouldn't take your dog
along on your vacation |
